Blame—One Body Recovered; the 


v Yet Boneath the Debris—An In- 


quest to be Held, 


Hamivron, Sept, 1.—Shortly before mid- 
night yesterday @ serious railway acoldent 
occurred at the canal at Burlington beach, 
involving the loss of two lives and much 
damage to rolling stock, 

Op Sunday afternoon o train of 23 coal 
cars left Fort Erie for Toronto, drawn by 
engino 259. Conductor Campbell was in 
charge, and Engineor William Hall was on 
the engine with Fireman W. J. Crouch, 
Tho train took the short cut across the 
Beach from Stoney Crock, instead of soming 
around the end of the bay. Tho night waa 
stormy and o gale was blowing from the 
eat. Enginoer Hall had been along there 
before, but he seems to have got mixed with 
the lights and the noise and darkness, 
There is a heavy grade northward towards 
the bridge, und he ran up at a high rate of 
speed. 

There is a very stringent rule that every 
train must come to astop before reachin 
the bridge, but Hall says he did not think 
he was so near the canal until it was too 
late todo anything. Then he shouted to 
his fireman and jumped, 

Engineer Armstrong, who operates the 
wf had heard the train poprosohing. and 


was Just proparing to clone the bridge, when, 
to his horror, he Meard the train pome thun- 
dering on towards the open chasm, ‘It was 
all over in an instant,” said Armatrong, 
With o tremendous plunge the great engine 
shot over the brink and diseppaated beneath 
the black water, Nine cars went tumbling 
after it, crash after crash, the lights were 
extinguished, and « terrible silence followed. 
For a few momenta the few men who rushed 
to the scene were paralyzed by the oocur- 
rence, nob knowing in the storm and dark- 
eas what to do, Then the cries of a drown- 
ing man were heard in the canal as if the 
swimmer was being swept along by the cur- 
tent towards the bay. 

When tho train crew got together it was 
found that the fireman and  breakman nam- 
ed Robert Shaw was missing. The fireman 
Pespely jumped into the canal, for it was 
his cries that were heard, and this morning 
lils body was found about 50 feet from the 
ferry, where he had sunk, The breakman 
was on the cars, and it is thought his body 
is under the wreckage. Both men come 
from Point Edward, as do all the rest of the 
crew. Shaw is a married man and his 
rien live near Dorchester. Crouch was 
single. 

On the news of the disaster being tele- 
phoued to the city a wrecking train with a 
gang of men was sent. A coal car hun 
suspended over the brink of the canal, anc 
in the water beneath a few mounds of coal 
and wreckage were visible above the sur- 
fuce. Tho engine went down completely 
out of sight, and then the cars popped over 
on to} of it, one ufter the other, until the 
wreck was piled as high as the surface of 
the water, which is about 20 foet deep at 
that point, The train must haye been run- 
ning at w high rate of speed, for its 
momentum carried the cars nearly across 
the canal. Luckily, however, there remains 
an ope space botween the wreck and the 
north pier wide enough for the steamers to 
pase if they feel their way carefully. 

By 2a, m. « large gang of workmen with 
flaring torehes were hard at work clearing 
the approach to the bridge, 

After pulling the overhanging car on the 
track, it was found that the rails were all 
right and the bridge was swung into posi- 
tion making the road ope for traffic again 
by 5o'clock, ‘The most of the wreckage is 
still in the canal and it will be a big task 
clearing it out, Superintendent Stiff is 
going to send to Kingston for a marine

There will be an inquest on the bodies of 
the killed, in order to find who is responsible, 
‘The bridge-tender is exonerated from any 
blame in the matter, as every train is 
ordered to stop before reaching the bridge 
and wait until signalled to come on. 

The cause of the accident is ascribed to 
the fact that the mon were not familiar with 
the road, having only been over it once be- 
fore,

INVENTOR MCCOWELL SHOT. 


The Clever Machinist Lying at the Point 
of Death. 

Hamicton, Sept. 1.—With a bullet in his 
brain Inventor John T. McCowell lies at 
the point of death at his residence 39 Dun- 
durn atreet. The chances of his recovery 
are slim, and it is doubtfal if he will live to 
enjoy the fruits of his many years of toil 
and anxiety. Mr. McCowell is the inventor 
of a clever piece of mechanism, (The Little 
World), consisting of over 100 automatic 
figures which was on exhibition here re- 
cently. He used to work at rentnee 
wire works, and for seventeen years he la- 
bored at his invention, spending all the time 
le could, He completed it a couple of 
months ago and resigned his position to go 
on the road with it. 

Monday ugly rumors were flying around 
that MeCowell became despondent because 
his invention was not the financial succosa 
le anticipated and that he had shot him- 
self. It was said that ho expected to )x- 
hibit it at the Toronto exposition, but the 
directors wanted $1,500 for the space ai) 
McCowell determined to rent a sto 
Nhe reports of the attempted suicide wer 
douied and it waa claimed that the shoot- 
ing was purely accidental Tho doctors 
say that shortly before eight o'clock 
Monday morning McCowell was making 
preparations to go to Toronto. He was 
sitting on the bed cleaning a 32-caliber 
revolver when it suddenly discharge, 
and the bullet penetrated the centre of the 
forehead, entering the brain. Mrs. Mo- 
Cowell was at church, and the only ones in 
the house were the children, Mamie, the 
eldest, being ten yeara old. She was in the

Hamitron, Sept. 1.—With a bullet in his 
brain Inventor John T. McCowell lies at 
the point of death at his residence 39 Dun- 
durn atreet. The chances of his recovery 
are slim, and it is doubtful if he will live to 
enjoy the fruits of his many years of toil 
and anxiety. Mr. McCowell is the inventor 
of a clevor piece of mechanism, (The Little 
World), consisting of over 100 automatic 
figures which was on exhibition here re- 
cently, He used to work at Greening’s 
wire works, and for seventeen years he re 
bored at his invention, spending all the time 
he could. He completed it a couple of 
months ago and resigned hia position to go 
on the road with it. 

Monday ugly rumors were flying around 
tut McCowell became despondent because 
his invention was not the financial success 
lie anticipated and that he had shot him- 
self, It was said that he expected to ex- 
hibit it at the Toronto exposition, but the 
directors wanted $1,500 for the space and 
MeCowell determined to rent a store. 
Ihe reports of the attempted suicide wero 
lonied and it waa claimed that the shoot- 
ing was purely accidental. The doctors 
say that shortly before eight o'clock 
Monday morning McCowell was making 
preparations to go to Toronto. He was 
sitting on the bed cleaning a 32-caliber 
revolver when it suddenly discharged, 
and the bullet penetrated the centre of the 
turehead, entering the brain, Mrs. Me- 
Cowell was at church, and the only ones in 
the house were the children, Mamie, the 
oldest, being ten years old. She was in the 
adjoining room and heard the report, but 
thought it was caused by the shutting of a 
gate. When Mrs. McCowell returned from 
church she was horrified to see her husband 
lying on the bed. He was unconscious. 
There was an ugly wound in his 
head, and the bedclothes were saturated with 
blood. The revolver was on the floor. The 
frightened woman immediately summoned 


medical aid, and Dr McCabe arrived 
shovuly afterwards. He did what ho could 
for the sufferer. Doctors Ridley and Mal- 
loch were summoned. After a consultation

In a word, Canadians will admit what is 
apparent to all tke rest of the worid, that 
tne retrogression indicated by this year’s 
census must be attributed whollyand sole- 
ly to artificial rather than natural condi- 
tions. With a boundless wealth of rich 
and arable land; with mines and forests 
unsurpassed in America ; with giant rail- 
ways subsidized by governmentand stretch- 
ing from ocean to ocean, Canada is unable 
to attract the surplus population ofEurope 
nr to divert thestream of population which 
flows unceasingly to the United States. It 
isnoteven able to hold its own, The 
census does not show it, but the fact re- 
mains and is known of all nian, that a mil- 
lion or more of the flower of Canada's 
youth have left their home ond settled in 
the United States. We donot ask why 
they have come here, but we must assume 
that if they had been happy and prosper- 
ous in their own country they would not 
have left it. They are no malcontent 
vagabonds, no pariahs of sociely. In the 
favoring atmosphere of the great}Republic 
amid competition the keenest, they have 
proved their stability and worth. They are 
among our best citizens. 

What are the artificial conditions which 
uot only repel the incoming hordes of Eu- 
rope, but also expel from Canada her uwn 
best brain and brawn? ‘The question must 
be answered by Canada itself ; but to ob- 
Servers in other lands the points of differ- 
ence which arise to view between the do- 
mininion and its rich and powerful neigh- 
bor on the south are two. First is the ar- 
tificial trade barrier against which the 
wages of commerce yainly surge on either 
side, The second is the subtle influence 
ofan allegiance to a European power, 
friendly, indeed and ina measure pro- 
tecting, but wholly foreign and apathetic 
tothe needs ofa new and undeveloped 
country, 

Canada must solve its own problems and 
work out its own salvation. But UncleSam 
stands ready to welcome the distressed 
maiden to his bosom and to a share in his 
prosperity, Between ourselves the dis- 
tressed maiden would bea vexing incum- 
braace, at least for a time, but your Uncle 
Samuel is a generous old chap and he 
weuld make the sacrifice.”

The London Advertise 
cates compulsary voting. It claims justly 
that it is not only high privilege but the 
Dbounden duty of all enfranchised citizens 
to exercise that right of franchise and it 
suggests that they should be compelled 
to go to the polling booth and deposit their 
ballots. 

It isan undoubted fact that many of our 
citizens stand aloof from politics altogether 
They assume an “Iam holier than thou 
expression, dilate upon the wickedness o! 
politicians and the evil effects of politics 
in general and refuse to even cast 1 
votes when polling day comes. We do not 
take much stock in the superior virtue of 
this class of voters--they generally bear 
the impress of waiting for some substan- 
tial inducement for besmirching them- 
selves by going to the polls. Whether 
or not the situation would be improved by 
the active participation of these persons 

in politics is open anjquestion,butthere can 
be no doubt that those who refuse to dis- 
charge this duty of citizenship should 
either be compelled to do so, or else be 
deprived of that right and placed in the 
same category so far as the suffrage is 
concerned as minors and idiots. 

The Hamilton Spectator has another 
remedy to propose. It would make ta 
criminal offence for anyone to solicit or in 
any other way try to influence voters, 
This is a drastic proposition indeed, and 
in’ theory it would appear to be an ex- 
cellent idea.

Care of Cattle on Shipboard. 

Loxpon, Sept. An official order of the 
Board of Agriculture has been issued, relat- 
ing to the cattle trade, to go into operation 
noxb January, Cattle are not to be carried 
on more than three decks, nor on a hatch 
above « compartment containing other cat- 
tle, nor in any position interfering with the 
navigation and ventilation of the vessel or 
working of the boats, 
cattle must be provided with substantial 
pens, strong enough to resist the weight of 
the cattle or the action of the weather, The 
pens must be water-proof and provided 
with battens secured to the deck to prevent 
cattle from slipping. Not more than four 
large or five small animala‘are to be placed 
ineach pen. There must be a passageway 
of the minimum width of 18 inches between 
avery two rows of cattle and in front of 
every single row. na must be adequately 
ventilated and lighted and sufficiently

In committee the other 
day Mr. Chapleau denied that he had ever 
received any money from contractors for 
his personal use but admitted that he had 
asked for money for political purposes 
and he thought there was no harm in that 
The persons from whom*he had asked it 
were a paper mannfacturing firm of Mont- 
real, from whom the government bought 
large quantities of paper every year, Why 
is it wrong for a minister of the crown to 
* accept presents or commissions from con- 
tractors or from firms from whom the gov- 
ernment purchases supplies ? Simply be- 
cause such presents or commissions, would 
be likely to influence the minister in the 
letting of contracts and these contributors 
would be favored at the expense of the in- 
terests of the courtry. Well when a min- 
ister asks and receives large contributions 
trom contractors for political purposes the 
same objection holds good. Such con- 
tributions wouldbe almost sure to influence 
the minister in favor of such firms—in 
fact the firm in most cases would refuse to 
contribute largely except on the under- 
standing or in the expectation that such 
contributions would entitle them to favors 
from tke government. herefore itis as 
pernicious for a minister to ask for money 
from contractors for political purposes as 
for personal use, as the effect is the same. 

Mr. Chapleau admits he asked the firm 
from whom the government bought paper 
for a large contribution, There are many 
other paper manufacturers and dealers in 
the country. Did Mr Chapleaw ask any 
of them for contributions? It is not at all 
likely that he did. Then does this not in- 
dicate that this particular firm expected 
compensation from the government for 
their contribution and that Mr, ‘Chapleau 
did so favor them because of such contnib- 
utions? Ifsoheisas guilty of wrong- 
dofng as if he had asked and. accepted 
money for his personal use, and. forthe 
same reason. 

But this pernicious system is carried 
yet further by the government. Manafac- 
turers ofall kinds in Canada are asked 
for large contributions for political purposes 
and they give largely, some to.the extent 
of thousands ol dollars Then as soon as 
the sessien opens these same -manufactur- 
ers flock to Ottawa and demand of the 
government such arrangement of its duties 
as well as be beneficial to them, the said 
manufacturers. Will anyone care say 
that at such a time the contributions given 
will not bias the government in favor of 
the contributions, and that the interests of 
the public at large, comprising ninety-nine 
per cent ofthe people are not sacrificed 
for the benefit of this one per cent, from 
whom the contributors came ? 

The whole system is wrong and vicious 
and should be abolished. And in this re- 
gard every member of the cabinet, includ- 
ing Mr. Thompson and Mr. Bowell, is as 
guilty so far as the principle is concerned 
though not to the same extent, as is Sir 
Hector or Mr. Chapleau.

world sent to Egypt to buy corn an I to sug 
geat a Gospel lesson. His toxt is G 
Bill, 3, ‘Yo shall not see my face, except 
your brother be with you,” 

‘Thia summer' having crossed eighteen of 
the United States—north, south, cast ant 
weat—I have to report the mightiest har- 
vosts, that this country or any other coun- 
try ever reaped. If the grain gamblers 
do not somehow wreck these harvests we 
are about to enter upon the grandest scene 
of prosperity that morica has ever wit 
nessed. But while this is so in our own 
country, on the other aside of the At- 
lantio there are nations threatened with 
famine, and the most dismal ory that is 
over heard will, I fear, bo uttered —the ory 
for bread.

crops for seven years, A nation dying for 
lack of that which is so common on your 
table and so little appreciated; the Paes 
uct of harveat field and grist mil and 
oven; the price of sweat anc anxiety and 
struggle—bread! Jacob the tather has the 
last report from the flour bin, and he finds 
that everything is out, and he says to hia 
fons, ‘Boys, hook up the wagons and start 
for Egypt'and get us something to eat.” 

The fact was there Wasa great cornorib 
in Egypt. The ae of Egypt have been 
largoly taxet in all ages, at the present 
time paying between 70 and 80 per cent. of 
their products to the government. “No 
wonder in that time they had a large corn- 
crib, and it was full. To that crib they 
came from the regions round about—those 
who were famlshe—pome paying for corn 
in money; when the money was exhausted, 

ying ibe the corn in sheep and cattle and 
Perse and camels, and when they were 
exhausted, then poling their own bodies 
and their families into slavery. 

THE SORROW OF JACOB, 

The morning for starting out on the 
crusade for bread has arrived, Jacob gets 
his family up very carly. But before the 
elder sons start they say something that 
makes him tromble with emotion from 
head to foot and burat into tears, The

Mr, Lowlow kindly plucked a couple 
of feathers and handed them io the report- 
eras a curiosity. After passing several 
cages of Jionsthe black \frican leopard 
was pointed out as tne most feracioys qni- 
mals of the cat species known to exist. To 
a stranger there seems but little difference 
between the Hunting leopard and the 
Brazilian tiger but Mr. Lowlow pointed out 
the fact that the tiger was the stouter, the 
tail was shorter and the spots larger. In 
another cage were two little leopards born 
in captivity and which hardly had their 
eyes open. Two fine specimens of the 
Russian wild boar were also shown and 
which the late King William and Prince 
Bismark so liked to hunt in their younger 
days. There was a cage of spotted hyneas 
African hyneas and striped hyneas of 
South America, the sacred cow of Hindo- 
stan, a cage of bears. In Napanee 
yesterday a large cinnamon bear died. At 
this point the guide remarked that at least 
a $100,000 worth of animals died or were 
killed annually, Following was a long 
line of antelopes, wolfs, Mexican wild 
boar, Precora Ibis, badgers, ant eaters, 
porcuplnes, ete. A peculiar animal which 
were never shown here before were the 
Amedilla of which four species were shown. 
They are covered with a scale like a turtle 
and are more delicious eating. They live 
entirely on vegetation, A tiger cat was 
pointed out as one similar 
to Sarah Barnhardt’s pet. In the 
centre of the wing were several genuine 
Buffalos brought from India(these in 
Ameriea are bison.) These buffalo irevery 
fond of the water and Mr, Lowlow related 
where pontoon bridges have been made of 
their backs while the soldiers marched 
over the treacherous ground. Another 
Curiosity was an immense Asiatic elephant 
180 years old and brought to America 69 
years ago.

A NORTH-WEST CAIN- 


Particulars of Genius Webb's Murder of 
His Brother at Baldor, 

Wixyirro, Man,, Sept. 9.—John Webb, 
a farmer living 12 miles south of Balder, a 
village on the Northern Pacific 152 miles 
from Winnipeg, was fatally shot on Friday 
last bid his brother Genius in a dispute 
over the ownership of three stacks of 
wheat.

in fact, in London itself more palaces than 
in Verona and Florence and Venice and 
Genoa all together, There was not, it is 
true, a line of marble palazzi along the 
banks of a Grand Canal; there was no Piazza 
della Signoria, no Piazza dell’ Erbo, to show 
theso Puildings. They were scattered 
about all over the city; they wero built 
without regard to general effect, and with 
no idea of decoration or picturesquencss; 
they lay hidden in the labyrinthine 
streets; the warehouses stood beside and 
between them; the common people dwelt in 
narrow courts around thom; thoy faced 
each otheron opposite sides of tho lanes, 
These palaces belonged to the great nobles 
and were their town houses; they were capa- 
cious enough to accommodate the whole ofa 
Baron’s retinue, consisting sometimes of 
four, six, or even eight hundred men, Lot 
us remark that the continual presence of 
these lords and those following did much 
more for the city than merely to add to its 
splendor by the erecting of great houses. 
Hy. their presence they kept the place 
from becoming merely 0 trading centre or 
an aggregate of merchants; they kept the 
citizens in touch with the rest of tho 
kingdom; they made the people of Lon 
don understand that thoy belonged to the 
realm of England. When Warwick, the 
Kingmaker, rodo through the streets to his 
town house, followed by five hundred re 
tainers in his livery; when King Edws 
TV. brought wife and children to the city 
and rode out to fight for his crown; when a 
royal tournament was held in Chepo—the 
Queen and her ladies looking on—evyen the 
boys understood that there was more in the 
world than mere bayingand selling, import- 
ing and exporting; that everything must 
not bo measured by profit; that they were 
traders, indeed, and yet subjects of 
4n ancient crown; that their own prosperity 
stood or fell with the well-doing of 
the country, This it was which made the 
Londoners ardent politicians from very early 
times; they knew the party leaders; they 
felt bound to take a side; and then quickly 
perceived that their own side always won, 
which gratified their pride, Ina word, the 
presence in their midst of king and nobles 
made shem look beyond their walls, Lon- 
don was never in Ghent; nor was it « Venice.

Aswe before stated bread so 
baked requires about 4 oz. less of dough to 
each 2 Ib, loaf and double the quantity can 
be baked at once that can pe baked in the 
way stipulated in the tenders, 

So it is very evident that the Kingston 
bakers have been unduly favored by the 
government, and a mean trick played on 
Belleville, which gave $400 to the camp in 
the expectation of receiving all the patron- 
age. 

In view of what has been revealed at 
Ottawa as to the government’s method of 
letting contracts 1t will be pertinent to ask 
how much the Kingston bakers gave to 
the authoraties in order to be allowed to 
evade the conditions of the tender and 
gain an undue advantage, Of course the 
minister of militia isnotto blame—iminis 
ters now-adays are irresponsible incom- 
petents. It was doubtless some subordinate 
who has received a commission a la Sene- 
cal from the tricky tenderers to the advan- 
tage of his own pocket though tothe det- 
riment of the public interest, 

We woader also if the loaves3ihat come 
from Kingston are counted. We are 
credibly informed that ‘n other years 
some bakers supplied bread, giving only 
seventy loaves for a huadred, We wonder 
if Kingston gives like short count.

were born in Oovon Oudh, about 20 years 
ago. Their mother has borne four children. 
Lalloo and his attachment are the second 
und a half child,

A French ex-Prosident Dead. 


Panis, Sept. 10.—M, Jules Grevy, form- 
erly President of the Republic, is dead. 


(Francois Jules P. Grevy, ex-President of 
the French Republic, was born ut Mont-sons- 
Vaudrey, in the Jura, Aug. 15, 1807. He 
was educated in the College of Poli my, after- 
wards studied law in Paris aud in due 
course was admitted an advocate, He took 
partin the Revolution of ~fuly, 1830, and 
was subscquently much employed at the bar 
asa defeuder of members of the Radical 
party, who were charged with the commis- 
sion of political offences; M. Grevy opposed 
the Government of Louis Napoleon, and 
orotested against the expedition to Rome. 
\fter the conp d'etat, he held uloof from 
politics and confined himself to the prac- 
tice of his profession, 

At the veneral election of February 1876, 
he was returned to the National Assembly 
by thearrondissement of Dole in the depart- 
ment of the Jura, and on the meeting of the 
Chamber he was elected its president. He 
was re-elected by the now Chamber of De- 
puties, Noy. 10, 1877, and again in Jan., 
1879, After the resignation of Marshal 
MacMahon M. Grevy was elected President 
of the Repuvlic for seven years on Jan. 30, 
1879, when 563 votes were recorded in his 
favour, 99 being to General Chanzy (uguinst 
his will), five to M. Gambetta, one each to 
General Ladinirault, the Ducd’ Aumale, and 
General Gallifet, On the expiration of this 
period he was again elected, but resigned in 
1887, hia resiguation being indirectly due to

positions, The fact that the positions 
were sold for so much hard cash and that 
cash wentto meet the expenses of the 
Conservative party has been clearly 

roved.”” : 

The Hamilton Spectator is one of the 
most rabi'l Tory papers in Canada, yet 
these are its sentiments on this subject : 

“We shall not pause at present to ask 
whether Mr, Cochrane was orwas noha 
party tothe taking of contributions for 
political pusposes from men who received 
government appointments ; it 1S enough 
to say that men who received government 
appoiutments did contribute to campaign 
funds ; andthereis no reasonable doubt 
that the giving of money and the receivin 5 
of appointments were related events.

And itis well thatpublic 
attention has at once been called to the 
matter, so that popular and official con- 
demnation may prevent a repetition of the 
offence.”

PRODUORD HRAVE FIGHTERS, 

[t was the custom at ono time for the Rus: 
sian noblemen to gather togethor the host 
fighters from the neighboring commiunitior 
aud hold a sort of tournament for the anvuxe- 
ment of themselves and friends, ‘Tho pro 
vines of Kazan, Orel, Koluga and Tula pro 
duced the most famous of all pugilists, They 
it was who waylaid the Tartars on thele way 
to Moscow and robbed them of tho fish and 
caviar thoy were carrying for sale; and it 
was not always that they escaped uninjured. 
Occasionally some brave fellow would sac- 
rifico his life for his temerity. The fight- 
ing began in early winter and continued 
until the end of spring, but the most oxcit- 
ing period of the season was during thu 
“masslanitea,” or butter week. No feats of 
pugilism were performed in summer, unless 
by special order of the noblemen. 

THEY WERE ALWAYS VICTORIOUS, 

Fighters from the town were always: given 
the preference, The pugilism of the ancient 

Russians was conducted in threo difforent 
ways. First canto hand-to hand encounters, 
in which only two persons engaged; next they 
formed into two lines like soldiers, and fought 
the party placed opposite them; and, lastly 
there was what was called tho 'pell-mell"fight 
The Iatter did not often take place, but when 
it did occur the consequences were serious, 
The best single fighters came from the 
proviuce of Tula, Among tho most distin- 
guished heroes, as they were called, were tha 
brothers Alesha; Rodimyi, Nikita, Dolgoviaz, 
and the Pokhodkiny and Lonbolf fenvilies. 
These people were so highly esteomod that 
they were taken from city t6 city and village 
to village with grefit pomp and ceremony, 
and every possible honor was shown them 
They Trequently measured forces with the 
Tartars, who wore considered expert fight 
ors, also with the Moscow and Koluga pugil- 
ists, but wore always victoriou: 

INFLAMED BY W 

One peculiar habit of the old-timo pugilist 
was to drink nothing weaker than wine, 
They also considered it dishonorable to ax 
cept presents from the nobility, and ab 
solutely refused to participate in the line 
fighting, Tho line-tighters were an entirely 
different class of men, and came principally 
from the provinee of Kazan. ~ Their common 
enemies were tho Tartars, In the pro- 
vinee of Tula the line-fighting was car 
ried on by tho settlers and gun-makors 
who went there in search of work, Cor 
tain days were appointed. for this kind of 
warfare, when the warriors would fight with 
the wildest desperation, and much blood waa 
shed. At such times tho older mombors of 
the community sought to inflame the passions 
of the younger by liberal draughts of wing 
and by the telling of thrilling storios io 
connection with some former fight. The 
youth of the village or town, and even the 
young children, would become so excited 
that they would rush into the thickest of the 
melee, regardless of danger, When fighting 
in line the expert fighters were held in re 
serve, but once the lino was broken they rush- 
ed in, carrying their hats between thoir teeth 
and striking on all sides, Tho battle over, 
both sides returned to the cobak or tavern to 
drink. Asa rule they were honorable in their 
warfare, but occasionally some youug fellow 
who could not trust to the strongth of bis arm 
would conceal a metalic ball in his hand, by

WHAT 18 TRANSVIRING IN AND! 


AROUND THE CAMPS 
The 16(h Batt Parado- Major Gonoral 
Horbort's Opinions—Sommthing About 
PRacions, 


A visit to the camp this morning proved 
of*much interest. At ten o'clock the 
different companies were busily engaged 
in drill presenting a most animated and 
warlike appearance. The infantry are 
drilled on the east side of the camp while 
the cavalty occupy the large commons to 
the west. The aitillery stationed on 
Zwick’s Island are perhaps the most lucky 
of the whole camp from the fiet that they 
hive the fresh anal bracing breeze 
from the bay. In spite of the in- 
tense heat there is very little sickcess in 
the camp and the soliliers are not drilled 
[ very long at atime. A great many visitors 
) from the vicinity were present today, 

Major-General Llerbert was still 11 camp 
to-day but leaves for home at 12 o'clock, 
He expressed kimself much pleased with 
the camp and the arrangements that had 
been made for the comfort of the men. He 
did notexpect great proficiency at this 
euly periodin the camp but considered 
the material of which the brigade is made 
up as first class and capable of doing good 
work. The camp being so late this year 
the officers found great difficulty in getting 
good men. and the time is particularly un- 
fortunate for cavalry as no one cares to 
spare their horses during the harvest. The 
General was taken fora sail by Mr. H, 
Corby on his private yacht in the after- 
noon which he enjoyed thoroughly. He is 
like every one else who sees it, delighted 
with our bay, Inthe evening he messed 
with the brigade staff, after which he in- 
spected the XV Battalion on the Hospital 
lot accompanied by his aidsCol, Strauben- 
zee, Col, Macpherson and Major Heron. 
He inspected each Company minutely and 
was particularly pleased with No, 1 com- 
pany which was very gratifying to Capt. 
Ponton, who felt that his ambitions had 
not been in vain. As the inspection was 
by electric light the General was not able 
to discern the movements as thoroughly as 
he could have done in daylight, but al- 
togetherhe was very much pleased with the 
appearance of the regiment which he said 
should be second to none in the province. 

After the inspection he accompanied the 
regiment to the drill shed, every part of 
which he visited, aud with the whole staff 
was delighted with the peautiful structure, 
and stated there were none better in the 
Dominion, “And if the XV is nota crack 
regiment,,’ continued the General, “it cer- 
tainly is not the fault of thedrillshed or the 
officers.” He considers them as fine a lot 
of officers as any regiment in Canada can 
boast of. At the completion of the inspec- 
tion he was entertained by Col. Lazier and 
officers of the regiment at suoper at the 
barracks at which he proposed the toast of 
the XV in a neat and cloquent speech. As 
a speaker Major-General Herbert is build 
ing a. wide reputation,and his speech at the 
opening of the Toronto exhibition showed 
him to be a man of no ordinary ability. 

The toast was responded to hy Col, 
Lazierin his ‘sual telling style, in which 
he reminded the General that the XV Bat’ 
furnished No, 1 company of the Midland 
Batt, which company made sucha repu- 
tation for themselves ‘at Batoche. There 
isno doubt that the XV Batt. stands well 
with the authorities, and if they do not 
keep up their reputation it will be the fault 
of the young men ofthecity and not of the 
officers,

The groceries supplied by contractor 
Hanley are very good indeed, the only 
fault found being with the coffee which 
was thought rather weak in flaver, but Mr.

Tic man to say he had not putany plunder 
in his owa pocket—that he had not stolen 
himselt—if he had allowed, others to do 
so.” This is the true doctrine of Minister- 
jal responsibility for the conduct of the 
public departments. AtOttawa, howeyer, 
Ministers like Sir Hector, Chapleau, 
Dewdney and Haggart pretend that they 
ought not to be held to account for irregy- 
larities and thieving onthe pari of | their 
staff—a theory which would allowa min- 
ister to connive at any kind of fraud per- 
petuated by subordinates and to escape 
with a whole skin.

The African Pygnifos. 

The name of dwarfs, applied by some to 
these people, bas been objected to as imply - 
ing deformity or arrested growth, and there- 
fore conveying a wrong impression. Neither 
of the kind can be said of the African pyg 
mies, who, though of short stature, are 
well-shaped people of perfectly normal for- 
mation. Itis true that the Hottentots aud 
bushmen show certain strange anatomical 
peculiarities; but these may be said to bo 
more or less accidental, boing, in part at 
Last, the result of special aud unfavorable 
conditions of life, 

The pygmies are nomadic {n thelr habits 
and neither keep cattle nor till the ground, 
but live by hunting and snaring wild animals 
and birds, or,. under the most unfavyorabl: 
circumstances on wild fruits, roots and bor 
ries, Their weapons are always bows and 
arrows, the latter usuaily polsoned—the re- 
source of the woak. They have no fixed 
abode; and, if they bulld shelter at all, only 
construct rude huts of branches, They 
have no government, nor do they form 
regular communities. They usually wand- 
er about likeour gipsies, in hordes composed 
of few families each. This, however, de- 
pends on the nature of the country—in the 
parched dosortsof the south they are not 
even united to this extent. Sometimes they 
are toa cortain oxtent depondent on more 
powerful tribes, who afford them protection 
in return for certain services Their no- 
tions of the Unseeu, when they have any, 
would appear to be of the very crudost, 
Their language seoma to be distant from 
others, related among theniselves, and very 
pocullar.—Popular Science Monthly.

ment, Kindness! A word no more gentle 
than mighty. I expect it will wrestle me 
down before I get through with it, It is 
strong enough to throw av archangel. But 
it will be well for us to stund around it 
and warm ourselves by ita glow as Paul 
and his fellow voyager stood urounc the 
fire on the Island of Malta, where the Mal- 
tese made themselves immortal in my text 
by the way they treated these victims of the 
sea. “Tho barbarous people showed us no 
little kindness.” 

Kindness! All definitions of that multi- 
potent.word break down balf way. You 
say it is clemency, benignity, generosity; it 
is made up of good wishes, it ix an expres 
sion of benefioence, it is a contribution to 
the bappinesa of others. Some one olse 
says: “Why, Lcan give you a definition of 
kindness; It ls sunshine of the soul, it is 
affection perennial, it is a crowning grace, 
it is the combination of all graces, it is 
compaasion, it ia the perfection of gentle 
maniiness and woranlitess.’’ Are you 
all through? You have made a dend fail- 
ureip your definition. It cannot be de 
Aned. But we all know whit it is, for we 
all felt its power. Someof you may have

Lempire, ,the npress presented to the 
cathedial the coat, one of the nails and a 
portion of the crown of thorns, In 824 
these relics were committed to the care of 
Agnicius, Bishop of Treves, and every one 
of his successors has carefully guarded 
then,. When the relics arrived at the 
cathedral they were placed ‘in the choir 
avd for many centuries were the objects of 
the devotion of millions of pilgrims from 
all parts of the Christian world, In 1196 
the relics were transferred to the high 
altar, where they were built inafter hay- 
ing been examined and attested in the 
presence of a large number of Bishops 
and clergy the magistrates, and notables 
of the city, and eminent men from all parts 
ofthe world, More than three centnries 
after this they were again exposed for 
public veneration, After an exposition that 
asted forty days they were once inore 

sealed and walled up withia the high 

altar, During the sixteenth century the 
relies ‘vere exposed several times before 
public veneration and on every occasion 
thousands of pilgrims{ flocked from all 
parts, and numerous miracles were report- 
ed to have been wrought, During the 
warsof the 17th and eighteenth cen- 
turies the relics were sent for safety to the 
Castle of Ehrenbeitstein, on the Rhine, 
and later to Augsburg. Ln 1810 Napoleon 
I gave permission to the Bishop of l’reves 
totransfer them toTreves; 200,000 pilgrims 
attended the exposition on that occasion. 

In 1844 the most impressive of the ex- 
positions took place. Eleven Bishops, 
several thousand priests, and over a_ mil- 
lion of the laity visited Treves from Aug. 
18 to Oct. 6. One of the many miracu- 
lous cures was that of a niece of the Arch 
bishop of Cologne, who had been a crip- 
ple for four years. After touching the 
shrine containing the relics three times 
her health is said to have been completely 
restored. The pilgrimage of 1844 was 
made on foot by immense crowds from 
every part of Germany, Belgium, Holland 
AuStria, Switzerland and Italy. Men, 
women and children walked great dis- 
tances led by their parish priests and 
bearing banners with emblems of the 

passion, the virgin, and the pilgrims’ 
patron saints, reciting the rosary and 
sing ng hymns. Two thousand pilgrims 
from Coblentz, with the mayor at their 
head, marched almost seventy miles to 

Treves. On Sunday, Sept. 18, 40,000 
pilgrims were in the place, Besides the 
ordinary accommodations of the inns and 
hotels, 500 citizens gave’ up ‘their houses 
to lodge the pilgrims and outside of the 
city walls several temporary barracks, 
each capable of accommodating 2,000 per- 
sons were erected. 

fhere has always been considerable 
controvery as tothe genuineness of the 
holy coat. An English Catholic writer 
says this about it: “It is obvious that no 
documentary evidence can be furnished 
as to how the soldier gave away, sold or 
exchanged the tunic after our Lord's 
death ; how it changed hands, and finally 
came into possession of the Empress 
Helena, and was sent by her to Treves. 
This relic shares with others the fate that 
it has no contemporary, but only later and 
rare-written testimony. To conclude from 
this.that it had no earlier existence would 
be wrong ; few facts of ancient history 
could stand if they were only to be tested 
by contemporary written evidence. Our 
oldest biblical manuscripts date from the 
fourth century ; yet no one will therefore 
maintain that the Gospels had no earlier 
existence. 

The lifting of the holy coat from its re- 
ceptaclein the Treves cathedral was at- 
tended by interesting ceremonies, “After 
the Provost had read the protocol of the 
last locking up of the relic last year,” 
writes a Correspondent of the London 
Standard, “the cathedral architect and 
two other gentlemen opened the high 
altar and broke large masses of stone out 
of it with heavy crowbars. A box about 
two metres long was then lifted out and 
opened, and a long document and a small- 
er box, covered with leacher, were taken 
out. The latter was opened, when a third 
box, of metal closed with six seals, and 
Containing the sacred garment, came to 
light. On this chird box lay another doc- 
ument, Bishop Korum then threw a red 
cloth over the third box, and bore it him- 
self assisted by the Provost, to the treas- 
ure chamber, where it was Openea after 
the seals had been examined and found 
intact. The Bishop then took out the 
sacred garment, which was enveloped in

Mr, Lister Makes Charger Against the 
Vostmnstor- General Which the Lattor 
Haye Me Will Keply Todnay— 
bate on the Priviloges and Elec 
Committee Report, 


Orrawa, Sept, 23.—In the House yorter- 
day Mr, Lister rove and declared that he is 
credibly informed, and that he believes that 
he in able to extablish by satisfactory ovi- 
dence; 

1. That in the year 1879 Moasrs, Alox- 
ander Manning, Joha Shields, John James 
Macdonald, Alexander McDonell, Jumes 
Theater and Poter MeLaren entered into 4 
contract with the Government for the con: 
struction of w portion of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, between Port Arthur and 
Rat Portage, known as ‘section B."” 

2, That anid contract and the works in 
connection therewith were completed by the 
said contractors to whom they were a source 
of great profit, 

3, During the whole period covered by 
the said contract, the Hon. John G. Hag- 
parts now postmaster-genoral, aud a mom- 

ber of Her Majesty's Privy Council for 
Canada, was a momber of the House of 
Commons for the South Riding of Lanark, 
and still is such member, 

4, That the said Hon. John G. Haggart 
becaino and waa beneficially interested in 
profits of said contract which accrued to 
the share thoreof standing in the name of 
Peter McLaren, and has received large 
suns out of said profits, and has otherwise 
derived direot and substantial pecuniary 
benefit therefrom. 

5, That during the progress of anid works, 
and while Hon. Aran G. Haggart was inter- 
sated thorein, members of the firm were call- 
ed upon by members of the Government of 
Canada for large contributions for political 
purposes and subscriptions wore paid out of 
moneys of said firm ond with the know- 
ledge and assent of the said Hon. John G, 
Haggart were charged against the profits of 
the firm and while the said contributions 
were #0 demanded and paid the said firm of 
contractors were in various ways dependent 
upon the Government by reason of many 
mattora being unsettled and in dispute in 
relation to the said contract which were at 
the time of such contributions or sub- 
wequently settled not unfavorably to the 
said contractors, 

Aaked for a Committes, 

Mr. Lister, therefore, moved that a select 
committee be appointed to inquire fully 
into these allegations, He said the first 
witnesses would be the mombers of the 
firmand Hon, Frank Smith. The reason 
he made the motion at so late a period of 
tho session was that the information and 
evidence had come into his possession only 
within the post few dys. He hoped 
that the investigation would be 
concluded in four or five days. 

The statement was allowed to stand asa 
motion to be moved to-morrow. 

Mr, Haggart said he was prepared to 
reply at once, but as it was only a notice of 
motion he would make his answer to-day. 

Mr, Contaworth on Sir Hector, 


The debate on the report of the Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections was con- 
tinued by Mr. Coatsworth. He pointed 
out that the Quebec Harbor Commission 
had more to do with the details of the Que- 
bec harbor works from day to day than 
had the Public Works Departinent, and yet 
it was not claimed that the commission was 

uilty of complicity in these frauds, Mr.

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE. 


The Whitlock Company Had to Pay Com- 
ralssion on Pross Sales, 


Orrawa, Sept. 23.—At a sub-committee 
meeting of the Public Accounts Committee 
Hon, Peter Mitchell of 
Herald was examined in regard to a press 
he had purchased for his newspaper, It 
will be remembered that Mr. Dansereau, 
when examined before the committee, stated 
that Hon. Peter Mitchell got a commission 
on the press purchased for that newspaper 
from the hitlock Machine Company, 
Birmingham,|Conn, Monday Mr. Mitchell, 
on boing sworn, replied to Mr. Lister that 
there was no truth in the statement. Along 
with the manager of The Herald, Mr. 
White, he in the fall of 1887 went and pur- 
chased three presses, one costing $2105, 
another$1600,and another $1150 and a cutter 
for $440. After making the negotiations 
and having got the company down to what 
they said were bottom prices, Mr. Abls- 
trom, the manager of the company, asked 
if he (Mitchell) would take the commission 
or if he had a confidential man who would 
do it for him. Mr. Mitchell replied that 
he thought they had got bottom prices 
then, Yes, replied Mr. Ahlstrom, “but 
we generally allow a commission.” ‘That 
is not customary on our side of the line,” 
replied Mr. Mitchell. ‘I think you are 
wrong,” was the answer. “The Printing 
Bureau took a commission on their press. 
Mr. Mitchell then asked The Herald man- 
ager to arrange with the company’s mana- 

er wnd get the commission taken off the 
lace of the amount, so that the newspaper 
would get the benefit of it. This was done. 
Hia presses were reduced in price by the 
amount of the commission, while those of 
the bureau would be increased by the 
amount of the commission, owing to its 
being diverted to another purpose by the 
parties who made the purchase. 

This concluded the evidence and the com- 
mittee adjourned,

between the two nations, To obliterate 

the commercial barrier that, like a barbed 
wire fence, now runs athwart the conti 
nent, would be to inaugurate a movement 
the consequence of which would take 
rank second only to those which followe: 
the Declaration of Independence, or the 
Emancipation of the slaves. setting the 
South free to pursue her marvellous career 
of prosperity. The great North-Land 
needsonly asimiliar freedom of intercourse 
to contribute in even a greater degree to 
the prosperity of the United States, The 
late. lamented Secretary Windom, in 
the series of comparisons which he utter- 
ed preceding his death, startled the 
world with the statement that the internal 
commerce of even this section of the 
country, in the tonnage that floats upon 
the river that flows above this tunnel 
equalled that of Liverpool and London 
combined ; further that the tonnage of 
the Sault Canal between two inland lakes 
in the northern part of North America 
surpassed in seven months the tonnage of 
the Suez canal for an entire year. This, 
tod, inspite of a competition of railroag 
systems more perfeot that elsewhere in 
the world. 

‘A few of those who heard these com- 
parisons realized that from only one half 
the continent had originated a commerce 
of this magnitude, The Greater Half of 
the continent yet remains untouched as 
far as its contribution is concerned to this 
internal traffic. The southern shores of 
Lake{Superior have yielded an enormous 
wealth, contributing greatly to this inter- 
nal intercourse, because these are in the 
United States. The northern shores of 
the same lake are equally rlchin wealth- 
giving power, but are silent, dormant and 
dead, because theyare in Canada. The 
wheat areas of Minnesota and Dakota 
contributing enormously to the traffic of 
the lakes and railways are occupied to the 
fullest extent and a hunger exists that 
must remain unappeased. Yet across the 
border there is a thousand miles square of 
wheat lands that needs only to be “tickled 
with the hoeto laugh with the harvest!" 
All these regions within British possessions 
need only the nearby market which the 
United States will afford to make them 
contributary to the commerce of that 
country that would augument it to even 
double its present great extent. 

Thus would be created a possibility not 
only ofenrichment ta Canada, and_ inci- 
dentally tothe people of Great Britain, 
whose investments in such works as. this 
tunnel indicate their faith in the future, 
bucalso enlarge the opportunities of the 
people of the United States to a degree 
that would assure a success in the future, 
measured only by that which has been 
achieved in the past. Literally and truly 
may it be said to them as it never yet been 
said to any people in the world ;

THE MARKS OF THE STIGMATA. 


A Young Catholic Woman Sald to Have 
Them on Her Hands and Insteps, 


Lovrsyiuie, Sept. 24.—Mrs. Mary Stuck- 
enberg, a young: Catholic woman, of this 
city, is believed by her confessor, Father 
Raff, to bear the blessed marks of the atig- 
mata. The most noted similar case of mod 
ern times is that of Louise” Mary Lateau, a 
Belgian, who died in 1868. 

‘The tirst manifestations appeared the lat- 
ter part of May last, The first trance 
into which she entered, the first emission of 
blood from the five points described by the 
Bible in its history of the crucifixion, caused 
great alarm in her family, She remained in 
the trance four hours. “Then appeared in 
the palms of her hands, on the insteps of her 
feet, and in her side, the marks of the cruci- 
fixion, similar to those upon the body of 
Christ. 

These marks are of a dull reddish color, 
meme like what are known as birth 
marks. The edges are irregular and the 
skin not abnormal, The spota since their 
first appearance have been visible at all 
times, but only on Friday do the trance and 
bleeding recur, 

Over cighty cases of stigmatization are 
recorded, although the marks in many in- 
stances were only partial.

Is Consumption Carable? 


The latest suggestions for curing consump- 
tion are opium and peroxide of hydrogen, 
The former agent is recommended by an 
English and the latter by an American doc- 
tor, and their names are John Gordon Dill 
and X, Helmer, respectively. Dr. Dill ad- 
vocates a modified form of opium smoking, 
and his method is to soak tobacco in a stron, 
opium tincture and cause it to be anickel 
by the consumptive, It ia said to act as a 
yallintive if not asa cure, It was observed 
by Dr, Dill that in districts of China whore 
consumption was prevalent that opium 
smokers were to @ large extent free from 
the nialady, hence hia experiments on the 
value of the drug in canes of tuberculosis, 
Dr, Helmer asserts that a dose of peroxide 
of hydrogen, 20 drops in water every day, 
will do more toward caring conaumption 
than anything previouly used for that pur 
pose, He furthor states that 60 dropa will 
sterilize a quart of milk and render it harin- 
loss to children This ia applying peroxide 
of hydrogen to nobler uses than bleaching 
hair, for which purpose it bas been prina- 
pally ased.

Chang, the Chinese Ambassador to 
the European courts, has _ recently 
been in St, Petersburg, where he 


succeeded in inducing the Russian Goyern- 
ment to withdraw from the joint action pro- 
jected by the powers. Ho arrived in Berlin 
to-duy with the view of trying to influence 
Chancellor Von Caprivi, but it is 
certain that he will not, after the 
determination of the German Government 
to co-operate with the British in taking de- 
cisive measures 

‘The Pekin note as given tothe papers, 
fails to indicate the real character of the 
appeal made by the ambassador to the 
Kuropean Governments. He hus urged 
that the Inperial Government was entirely 
honest in deciding to suppress disorders and 
seeking time to deal with the anti-foreign 
movement, and that precipitate action 
on the part of the powers would defeat 
their object and bring China into an 
anarchany, His communications distinctly 
suggest the probabilty of such a potent 
political upheaval in China as might over- 
throw the Manchu dynasty. Panicky 
feeling existing in Pekin is made known 
here by urgent —_ telegrams sent 
through the Chinese embassy implor- 
ing Lord Salisbury to instruct the 
British Minister to China to adopt a more 
friendly attitude. The latter mavlied the 
Foreign Office that persistent diplomatic 
pressure, combined with a nayal demonstra- 
tion at certain of the treaty ports, will be 
the only effective means to preyent re- 
ourrent outrages,! 


Ohinoso Attack Monasteries, 

Panis, Sept. 26.—The officers of the Mis- 
sions Catholique at Lyons have received ad- 
vices from China to the effect that natives 
had attacked the monks at Northern 
Chansi. Fears are entertained for the 
safety of the monks and the inmates of the 
Chansi orphanage.

Lonpon, Sept 26.—The Rey. Dr. Hor- 
mann Adder, chief rabbi of England, on 
behalf of « number of influential Jews has 
obtained consent of Hall Caine to under- 
take a journey through Russia in order 
that he may study the Jewish question, It 
is believed that the powerful pen which has

Siberia for the Jows. 


Lonpon, Sept. 26.—A St. Petersburg 
despatch says the Cvar seriously thinks of 
sending the Jews in large batches to Sibe- 
ria, They will not be deported as convicts 
but are to be presented with land and for- 
bidden to return to Russia, 

Lonvon, Sept. 25.—The Jewish Coloniza- 
tion Association, although formed but a few 
days, has already taken hold vigorously, 
and the object of settling the poor Russian 
Jows in tho United States is to be puraned 
as rapidly as possible, The association hax 
come to the conclusion to send nearly all 
the Jewish exiles to the 
to secure their landing by all lawful means, 

It is claimed that the United States has 
room enough for all the Jows that will emi 
yrate from Russia, and the opportunities for 
profitable business are not equuled in any 
other country. The association will, there- 
fore, for the present wholly contino ‘its at- 
tention to sending Russian Jews to America 
and supporting them there,

Inanimate nature is full of God's stringed 
and wind instruments, Silence itself—per- 
foct silence—is only a musical rest in God’s 
great anthem of worship. Wind among 
the leaves, insects humming in the summer 
air, the rash of billow upon beach, the 
ocean far out sounding its ever-lasting 
nsalm, the bobolink on the edge of the 
forest, the quail whistling up from the grass 
are music, 

On Blackwell's Island I heard, coming 
from a window of the lunatic asylum, a very 
sweet song. It was sung by one who had 
lost her reason, and I have come to be- 
jiove that even the deranged and disorder- 
ed elements of nature would make music to 
our ear if we only had acuteness enough to 
listen, IT suppose that even the sounds in 
nature that are discordant and repulsive 
make harmony in God’s car. You know 
that you may come so nearto an orchestra 
that the sounds are inful instead of 
pleasureable, and I'think we stand so near 
deyasting storm and frightful whirlwind we 
cannot hear that which makes to God’s ear 
and the ear of the spirits above wa a music 
a8 complete as it is tremendous, 

Gop's INFINITE MUSIC. 

The day of judgments which will be a day 
of uproar and tumult, I suppose will bring 
no dissonance to the ears of those who can 
calmly listen ; although it bo as when some 
great performer is executing some boisterous 
piece of music, he sometimes breaks down 
the instrument on which he plays; so it 
may be on that last day that the grand 
march of God, played by the fingera of 
thunder and earthquake and conflagration, 
may break down the world upon which the 
music is executed, 

Not only is inanimate nature full of 
music, but God has wonderfully organized 
the human voice, so that in the ol nest 
throat and lungs there are fourteen direct 
muscles which can make over sixteen thou- 
sand different sounds, and there are thirty 
indirect muscles which can make, it has 
been estimated, more than gue hundred 
and seveuty-tl millions of sounds! Now, 
I say, when God has so constructed the 
hu voice, and when He has filled the 
whole earth with harmony, and when He 
recognized it in the ancient temple, I have 
a right to come to the conclusion that God 
loved music, 


I propose this morning, in setting apart 
this organ for sacred use, to speak about 
sacred music, first showing you its impor- 
tance, and then stating some of the obsta- 
cles to its advancement. 

} draw the first argument for the impor- 
tance gf sacred music from the fact that 
God commanded it. Though Paul he tells 
usto admonish opo another in psalms and 
hymns and spirityel songs, and through 
David he cries out, Sing ye to God, all ye 
kingdoms of the earth.” And there are 
hundreds of other passages I might name, 
proving that it isas much a man’s duty to 
sing as it is his duty to pray. Indeed, I 
think there are more commands in the 


Bible to sing than there are to pra God 
not alone asks for the human voice, but for 
instruments of music, He asks for the 


ymbal and the harp, and the trumpet, as 
we}} as the organ, 


the church, the harp, the flute, the trumpet 
aud all the instruments of music, whother 
they hayo been in the service of rfghteous- 
ness or sin, will be brought by thoir 
masters and laid down at the foot of Chrigt 
and then sounded in the church's triumph, 
on her way from suffering into glory, 
“Praise ye the Lord !”

Horrible Crime Perpetrated by Boys. 

Loyvon, Sept. 28.—The story of the two 
Liverpool boy murderers, us detailed ut the 
inquest on the body of their little victim, 
surpasses in peculiar horror that of any 
deed in the annals of English chime. The 
boy Shearon, 9 years of age, having been 
deprived of his clothes as a punishment for 
Erusicy, got hold of « piece of sacking with 
which he covered his nakedness and then 
left his home, Having inet Crawford, an 
equally vicious yoush of 8 years, the two 
decided tg entice away the first decently 
dressed lad they could find and rob him of 
his clothes, Thoy met the Ind Ecles, 8 
years of age, and induced him to go with 
them and play on some rafts floating on the 
surface of a body of water contained in an 
excavation, Shearon and Crawford delayed 
their murderous work until other Indy 
playing on the water had left the scene. 
They then pushed Ecles into the water, the 
dopth of which was 12 feet, Finding it 
awakward to get at his clothes they helped 
him out, stripped him, and then pushed 
him in again. As the victim struggled a 
great deal he was helped out again and was 
then taken to « higher part of the adjavent 
masonry and flung over a third time. The 
murderers afterward stamped upon his/bod 
and watched two hours to see if he Boxed: 
They then divided thie spoils. 


The Spanish Railway Wreck, 

Mapvrip, Sopt. 28.—The Minister of 
Justice in an interview to-day said that the 
enquiry into the recent railway disaster 
would mark an epoch in railway history and 
would be conducted with the utmost vigor 
with the view of fixing the criminal responsi- 
bility of ‘the employes and enforcing with 
unsparing severity the full civil responsi- 
bility of the company.

S. J. Ritchie, the Akron, Ohio, gentle: 
man, who is trying to interest the govern- 
nents of Ontario and the Dominion in the 
development of the nickel and copper re- 
sources of Sudbury, is in Trenton, He has 
inade the Board of Trade of that town a 
‘roposition, The meeting was quietly 
held in that own on Thursday night last, 

ind ifthere is anything in Mr, Ritchie's | 
scheme it would be well for Belleville to 
have something to say about it before it is 
ton late, He asks Trenton for a bonus of 
$76,000 with exemption from taxation, and 
igrees to employ not less than 600 hands, 
(fa by-law is voted on another by-law to 
xranta $10,000 bonus to an agricultural 
‘iem will also be submitted to the Trenton 
people. Mr. Ritchie talked freely to a re- 
porter of his plans and hopes, 

Mr. Ritchie is ote of the principal own- 
ers of the Central Ontario railway, a short 
line from Picton in Prince Edward county, 
to Coe Hill, in the iron regions in North 
Hastings. The company wants to extend 
the line from Coe Hill to Sudbury, a dis- 
tance ofaboyt 220 miles, to reach the 
yreat nickel and copper mines at the latter 
point, Forthe propgsed extension the 
company asks aid trom theOntario goyern- 
ment, amounting to $1,600,000. Ths mem- 
bers of the company have already invested 
$2,000,000 in mining lands at Sudbury,be- 
sides their investment of more than that 
amount in the Central Ontario railway. In 
return for the government aid, the com- 
pany proposes to build and equip the rail- 
way from Coe Hillto Sudbury, 220 miles, 
at an estimated cost of $25,000 4 mile, the 
aid that is asked from the government be- 
ing $5,000 a mile, or $1,100,000 in ail; 
and to erect a complete plant for the man- | 
ufacture of nickel steel within the province 
of Ontario, investing in those works an 
amount of capital not less than $2,000,000, 
For the latter enterprise a bonus of $400, 
000 is asked, 

‘The petition to the Ontarlo government + 
sets forth that these smelting works will 
use Ontario nickel and Ontario iron ores in 
large quantities ; that the plant will pro- 
duce at least 400 tons of iron daily; that 
at least five furnace: of 100 tons daily 
each will be erected ; that at least 800 tons! 
per day of Ontario iron ores will have to’ 
be mined to supply these furnaces ; that! 
to work the furnaces and mine the iron one) 
will require eight er oine hundred men 3) 
that at least thirty tons ot refined nickel 
would be used daily, which would mean:

His light gray 
soat is always thrown wide open, and his 
favorite attitude is to ait down in his chair 
with one knee against the desk in front,and 
with his thumbs stuck in the armholes of 
nis white vest, His is a heavy, stolid face, 
but it often wears a pleasant smile. Mr, 
Haggart has a thick gray moustache, and 
his hair is gray. 

The long, tank figure of the finance 
ininister sprawls over a chair in the front 
row. Hon. Mr, Foster's attitudes are angu- 
lar and ungainly, His favorite position is 
to sit sideways with one leg over the arm of 
the chair, his arms folded, and his tall 
white hat pulled down over his eyes, M>. 
Foster is, perhaps, in hia seat longer tl...4 
any other member of the government, and 
watches the course of debate more closely 
than any of his colleagues. Nothing escapes 
him. Often, long after midnight, when he 
seems to be asleep under the tip-tilted hat- 
brim, some incorrect or incautious) state- 
ment of an opposition speaker will draw 


forth a caustic or good-humored retort 
from the ministerial benches, The finance 
minister has not altered his attitude 


or negligent repose; but there is no mis- 
taking that peculiar piercing voice of 
his. Mr, Foster usually dresses iu gray— 
dark gray coat and vest and, light gray 
trousers, and he sports a very heavy fold 
watchchain. He is probably the keenest 
ve speaker in the 
house, and yery rarely loses his temper. 

Sir Adolphe Caron sits next to Mr. Fos- 
ter on such times as Sir Adolphe honors 
the house wish his presence. ‘The minister 
of militia may not, aa the opposition, press 
assert, be very useful, but he is exquisitely 
pretty. Latterly he has been affecting 
yellowish tweed clothes. A rosebud is 
always blooming in his buttonhole, and it 
isnot known how he looke without his 
monocle, On his left arm he Wears a 
broad crape band, a badge of mourning for 
the late premier. Sir Adolphe saunters 
into the house once ina while, yawns, drops 
languidly into a seat next to Mr. Foster, 
yawns, throws himself back in 4 half- 
reclining attitude, stares at the galleries, 
yawns, perhaps whispers to some one who 
is near enough to him to be spoken to 
without exertion, yawns and saunters 
wearily out. The proceedings of the house 
don’t seem to interest Sir Adolphe much. 

D’Alton McCarthy has a seat in tho front 
row, and so has Mr. MeNeill. The Equal 
Rights leader never speaks except when he 
has something te say, and is always listened 
to with respect. 

The minister of justice and the secretary 
of state sre deskmates; they sit in the 
second row, within whispering distance of 
the minister of finance. Sir John Thomp- 
son commands the attention of the house 
as no other member does. No matter how 
much confusion and excitement there may 


be before he speaks, the moment ‘the 
minister of justice rises there is perfect 
silence throughout the chamber, and 


everybody leans forward to listen. This 
is not only due to Sir John’s position as 
leader ot the house; it is also a tribute to 
his weighty worth as a speaker, atid the 
result of the profound reapect in which he 
is held. No man in the House is so gener- 
ally esteemed as he. 

Sir John’s deakmate is 4 striking contrast 


tohim. Hon. Mr. Chaplean is the most 
picturesque figure in the house, In appear- 
ance he is the stage-statesman par excel- 
lence. His face ia pale, almost livid 
in its pallor, long and cadaverous ; his 
black eyes are sunken so deep in their 


sockets that at a distance you cannot se- 
thom unless, in a moment of anger or excitee 
ment, t sh balefully from under the 
heavy gre xrows; the nobly-molded 
head is covered with a mano of long gray 
hair which sometimes falls forward over the 
face and is thrown back with a quick 
imperious to#s of the head. The expression 
of the face is stern ond sad, almost saturn 
ino—altogether a tragic faco, suggestive of 
power, inflexible purpose, terrible 
experiences; such a face as a leader of the 
firat French revolution might have had, 
Mr, Chapleau says but little in the house, 
and when he does speak his voice gives 
evidence of the sickness which has wasted 
his frame: it is low and tremulous. But 
woe to the unlucky wight who would pre- 
sume upon the enfeebled condition of the

Kerr, Q, C., the crown prose- 
cutor, arose from his seat and asked that

E. Guss Porter, the audience was hushed 
toa paintul silence. His lordship ad- 
dressed the prisoner: “Edward Guss 
Porter, stand up.” ‘The prisoner did not 
occupy a seat within the prisoner's 
docket, but sat within the bar. When he 
arose to his feet the silence which prevaded 
the court room was oppressive, and no one 
better than himself understood the deep| 
mental anguish of the prisoner in that the 
most trying ordeal which could come toa 
man of his position and education. His 
head nervously dropped upon his breast 
as he reached outhis hana and grasped 
the back of one of his colleagues’ 
chairs. 

“Haye you anything to say why the 
sentence of this court should not be pass- 
ed upon yo" for the offence of which you} 
have been charged and proven guilty?” | 

As the deep, commanding tones of the 
Chief Justice echoed and died away in the 
chamber there was a death-like stillness. 
No*vord came from the prisoner’s lips, his 
head only dropping lower and lower 
on his breast. His lordship continued : 

“You stand in a very disgraceful posi- 
tion indeed—a very disgraceful position. 
You amember of a learned profession, 
who ought above all things to be _respect- 
ful to your profession ;: one that obeys the 
laws and sees that thelaw is observed— 
you, the chief magistrate of acity like 
this - descending to so disgraceful an act 
as to attempt to steal a vote in the gen- 
eral-election | -I can conceive of nothing 
more disgraceful being (lane by the chief 
magistrate ofacity and a member ofa 
learned profession. No words of mine 
can sufficiently express the feelinzs of 
disapprobation that I entertain fr an 
offence such as you have caimmitted. 
There is nothing in the world modifying 
or qualifying or reducing its enorinity in 
anyway whatever. Of course you knew 
the law. What you did you did wickedly, 
knowing the law, anddid with a Jetermin- 
ed desire to break the law, for some ad- 
yantageto youor those with whom you 
were co-operating inthe election of a 
member of parliament. Now, nothing can 
do so much to subvert our very govern- 
ment as any inteiference with the proper 
and honest election 9 members of parlia- 
ment ; ‘and whatever tends to subvert a 
full and free election and a fair count is 
subversive of the government of the 
country, acd ou,ht to be punished by any 
court ip a most severe manner. The 
sentence lamabout to pronounce upon 
youis not asentence that I am responsible 
for. The sentence | pronounce upen you 
is the sentence of the learned judge who 
tried the offence with which you were 
charged., You may think yourself fortunate 
that itis so, and that I am not the one 
who is to pronounce the sentence upon 
you; fot if | were, I should certainly pro- 
nounce {the highest sentence upon you 
that the law would permit me to pro- 
nounce, because a person of your posi- 
tion, a person with your knowledge, a per- 
son with your opportunities of knowing 
the law,apersonlike you whoought to obey 
Jaw and ought to see that the law is en- 
forced, ought to be, when you offend 
against the law, most severely punished. 
The learned judge (Rose) howevei, in his 
kindness of heart probably thought it was 
not 4 wanton act, oran act done iby pre- 
meditation, but that it was done at the im- 
pulse of the moment without giving 
thought to the enormity of the offence. 
The sentence, therefore, upon you is ex- 
tremely light. It ought to be 


not come up 


a warning 


to you, and not only to you 
but to every person in the com 
Munity, that offences against the law 


such as you have committed, are not to be 
tolerated. I cannot conceive how a ny’ 
person could so forget himself as to de- 
cend to the meanness to attempt to steal 
an advantage such as you have attempted 
to steal in a general clection. The sen 
tence of the court is that you be confined 
in the common jail for whe period of 
twenty-four hours, and that you pay a fine 
toher Majesty of one hundred dollars.” 
When the judge had finished his ch arge 
the prisoner sat down, His Lordship 
turned to Sheriff Hope and said : “Take 


this convict in custody at onc.” Gaoler 
Appleby stepped forward and fed the 
prisoner through the gauntlet of curious 
eyes which were riveted upon him from all 
quarters of the court room. He was at 
once removed to his celland locked up, 
where he paid the penalty of his crime.

It was the fiest case called 
The prisoner was in a most 
agitated state of mind when he was 
brought in, The Tories of Belleville 
showed their ingratitude for their friends 
by allowing the man to go to his trial with- 
out any counsel Wm, Kerr, Q. C, 
appeared for the crown, 

Thomas J. Shanks was the first witness 
called, He testified that he was inside 
scrutineer on behalf of R. C, Clute, Q. C., 
at polling sub-division No, 12 in Murney 
Ward on March 6th last, E. L, Palen 
was deputy returning officer, The prisoner 
at the bar came into the booth in company 
with Mr, Porter, mayor of Belleville, Mr. 
Porter said: “* This man’s name is Chas, 
Franklin Colby, The name on the list is 
Charles Franklin, The case is similar to 
that of Frank Alexander Taylor 
(The case in question was 
in which Frank Alexander was on the 
rolls through a mistake of the assessor 
while it should have been Frank Alexan- 
der Taylor.) On this request Culby was 
allowed to vote, although Arthur Chown 
another scrutineer for Mr, Clute, objected. 
E. L. Palen intervened and said: 
“T know this man; itis all right.” Mr. 
Lazier seemed to concur with this, The 
witness said that Colby should be sworn, 
but Mr. Palen said it was too late as he 
had his ballot. When he had voted | 
asked the prisoner what his name was 
when he said George Colby, “Is that 
your whole name? 

Voter—* Yes,” 

Scrutineer—“And there is no Franklin 
in it?”

His lordship in addressing the prisoner 
said that he did not think that he was so 
muchtoblame as was Mr. Porter, who 
had induced him to commit the deed 
while under the influence of liquor, It 
was a disgraceful thing that a drunken 
man should be allowed tonote at all by 
the D. R, O. when he knew his nan.e was 
not on the list. Theman who had come 
to the poll w th him had come with a lie 
on his lips. As this act was not your 
own I aminclined to give youa lighter 
sentence than I would if you had been in 
your sober senses. He was senteneed to 
one month in jail. 

A Severo Castigatien 

His Lordship in conclusion stated that 
it was a matter of great regret that par- 
ticu‘arly in this county there snould be so 
little regard for morality. It seemed to be 
unusually unfortunate in an easy style 
of stealing which was becoming alarmingly 
contagious. He hoped that these cases 
would be a severe lesson to thepeople and 
one which would leave an impression on 
them. Such reckless acts/as these all 


foretold in the end anarchy and they all 


knew what anarchy meant—where no 
man was safe in the hands of his neighbor. 
It was from such sources as these that 
lead to corruption in high places,

W4AT THE PROSPECTS ARE FOR 


BEITER PRICES 


The Value of Wheat Must co up-Amorioa 
Can Cemmand her own Pricos—The 
Markot Quotations

Threshing operations 
country are well under 
of the wheat and barley is ready for the 
market. The average yield is exceedingly 
good and the farmers have good reason to 
teel pleased with the result of this year's 
harvest. 

The interesting question is now one of 
prices, present and future, and every far- 
mer is now carefully considering whether 
or not it would be better to dispose of his 
grain now or hold it awhile, and every item 
of news that bears on this question is be- 1 
ing largely read, and advice from every 
reliable source is sought for, 

But it isa question on which it is not al- 
ways easy to give advice At least it is 
easy togivethe advice, but not easy to 
give advice that is necessarily reliable. 
Yetit would seem that if the price of 
bread‘stuffs is ever to rise it must do so 
within the next few months, 

Advices from Europe of late indicate that 
the failure ot the crops there will be less 
than was at first thonght, yet even so there 
will be a deficit of between three and four 
hundred million bushels. The bulk of this 
supply must come from America, for Rus- 
sia, our chief competitor, can supply none, 
and India will have but little to export, 

It would seem, therefore, that the far- 
mers of Americ’ hold the ,eins in their 
own hands and can get what they choose 
for their wheat. Of course this will be 
haid on the people of Europe, and already 
there is talk of importing corn and rye and 
oats from America to be used for bread- 
stuffs in place of wheat. 

The advice given by all careful observ- 
ers, who have no interest in either bearing 
or bulling the markets is for farmers to 
hold on to their grain—that they can de- 
mand whatever prices they wish, 

The farmers of the western states have 
formed an alliance by which they hope to 
do away with all middlemen, and to own 
elevators of their own to store their grain 
in, A couple of weeks ago the chiefs of 
this Alliance made a sensational move by |

wheat growers of Minnesota, North 
Dakota and South Dakota calling a halt in 
the mad rush of grain to the market which 
had been going on forthe past fortnight.

In 3 consuljation at the office of Fditor 
Mullen ot the newspaper The State, itwas 
the general opinion that unless the farmers 
discontinued their insane rush to realize 
| wheat would soon be selling at 80 cents. 
Tha letter to the farmers was intended as 
an eye opener on the situation, and the 
Alliance men expect it to result in farmers 
storing the grain in anticipation of better 
prices The lever clsims it will be worth 
| a million dollars to the farmers to hold their 
‘grain a month. The’ newspapers are 

charged with being in leagu> with the 
speculators and the, millers to depress 
| prices. Itis asserted Europe is short 
678,000,000 bushels, which is more than 
four times asmuch as the Amenican 
| surplus, 
| The letter concludes : ‘Wheat will soon 
be over $1.50, no matter how much 
millers and speculators work together to 
keep prices down, and we advise those 
who can comprehend the situation to hold 
their wheat for $1.50, and ada for every 
month they keep it, say five cents to the 
price. Hold your wheat. You cannot 
get left.” 
| This advise of these shrewd farmers, 
working only for the interest of the wheat 
growers,is doubiless sound though the 
price from various causes has not advanc- 
ed as rapidly as was expected. This prob- 
ably is partly due to the big rush of grain 
the circular speaks of, which for a time 
depressed the price. But this fact will in- 
crease rather than militate against the 
| price later on, Tak.ng everything into con- 
| sideracion it looks as if the farmers cannot 
possibly make a mistake by holding on to 
their grain. 

The price of wheat as quoted to-day in 
Toronto is 95 to 96 cents, in Montreal for 
No 2 hard $1 07—$1.09; in Chicago 97— 
1,08; in New York, September, $!.024 to 
$1.02%; October, $1.023¢’ to $1.03; 
December, $1.0634 to $1.06 9-16; Janu 
$1.07 to $108; May, $1.1234 to $1.15}4 
In Os'vego $1.03 to $1.04. 

There is not much likelihood of barley 
increasing in price. The price in Toronto 
is 45 to 50 cents; in Montreal, 60 to 06 cts. 
The price in New York for No2is 72 to 
76 cents. Thanks to the tariff walls erected 
between the two countries the Canacian 
barley is shut out of the American market. 
Ilad we reciprocity our farmer would get 
twenty cents more for each bushel of 
barley that he now gets.
